LANSING (AP)—The Houseman hour, then laid over until to* 


Monday night moved its tax- 
buosting fiscal reform package 
into position to be d e b a t e d 
Thursday. 


It delayed action on medi­ 
caid, implied consent and a pay 
raise for state employes. 


Lagging behind the Senate, 
which began considering Gov. 
George Romney’s tax proposals 
Monday, the House merely de­ 
bated w-ixn it would take up the 
controversial taxation issues. 


Majority floor leader William 
Hampton, R - Bloomfield Hills, 
first moved that the package be 
considered 
Wednesday, 
then 
agreed to wait until Thursday. 


Democrats plan a caucus 
Wednesday to pick a new leader, 
replacing Rep. Joseph J. Kowal­ 
ski of Detroit. Kowalski died 
March IK.. 


Same Democrats said Thurs­ 
day is too'soon to take up Rom-, 
ney’s fiscal reform package— 
which includes a state income 
tax—because it was reported 
from committee only last .week. 


"Lour Hard Leek'* 


"This 
package has 
come 
flying out of committee without 
a tremendous amount of labor 
or effort having been given to 
it," said Rep. Albert Kramer, 
D-Oak Park. 


Stealing • favorite phrase of 
Republican Romney, Kramer 
said the House should "take a 
long hard look” at the bills. He 
proposed amendments b e f o r e 
starting floor debate. 


Hampton promised Democrats 
they would have time to caucus 
on fiscal reform, offer amend­ 
ments, consult constituents “and 
anything else you want to do.'* 


A resolution vetoing a pro­ 
posed $21.5 million pay increase 
for the state’s civil s e r v i c e 
workers was debated for over 


cay.

To keep the increase f r o m 
talcing effect, both houses of the 
Legislature will have to pass the 
resolution by two - thirds ma­ 
jorities no later than next Mon­ 
day. 


Some members who favored 
the no - raise resolution said 
they don’t oppose pay increases 
for state employes but advocate 
getting around the constitution­ 
al deadline for action and re­ 
turning to the question after the 
tax bills are passed or rejected. 


“We're talking about more 
than 121 million and we don't 
know where, it’s coming from,” 
said Rep. James Farnsworthp R- 
Plainwell. He noted that if the 
Legislature killed the pay hike 
now, it could reintroduce and 
pass it after approving tax bills 
to pay for it. 


Medicaid Curbed 


The effect of voting down and 
then reintroducing the pay in­ 
crease would be to erase the re­ 
quirement that final legislative 
action must be taken by next 
Monday. 


Moved without debate into po­ 
sition for final passage was a 
Senate - approved measure de­ 
laying implementation cf parts 
of the medicaid program passed 
last year, when Democrats con­ 
trolled the Legislature. 


Romney tried late last year 
to order a delay, saying costs 
were running higher than ex­ 
pected and the state couldn’t af­ 
ford the entire program. But 
Atty. Gen. Frank Kelley ruled 
Romney lacked authority to or­ 
der the holdback.

Fleming, 50, also had been 
offered the presidency of the 
University of Minnesota, told 
an interviewer as late as Mon­ 
day he had not been formally 
offered the presidency of Mich­ 
igan. 


Succeeds Hatcher 


Fleming succeeds Harlan M. 
Hatcher, 69, who retires in De­ 
cember after 15 years as pres­ 
ident of the nation’s 13th largest 
university.

Tanker Split 


The 61,263-ton tanker lay split 
In three parts on the Seven 
Stones Reef while chocolate- 
brown crude oil continued flow­ 
ing from her ruptured tanks. 
More than half of the 35.8 mil­ 
lion gallons aboard has poured 
into the sea. 


Maritime experts predicted 
that the disaster, which threat­ 
ens to pollute south Britain's 
holiday beaches for years to 
come, will force a drastic revi­ 
sion of British maritime law. 


Coats 126 Miles 
The dark scum coated 120 
miles of England’s most pros­ 
perous vacation coast, and the 
government set up emergency 
ail-fighting committees as the 
ooce spread up the channel. But 
Navy Minister Maurice Foley, 
directing operations from Plym­ 
outh, said: "Given the extra oil 
now flowing off Cornwall, all the 
extra men and equipment in the 
world could not deal with this 
problem.” 


The escaping crude posed a 
contamination 
problem 
une­ 
qualled in the history of oil 
transportation. It blasted hopes 
of hotel owners looking for a 
record tourist season and it 
threatened to ruin fishing, Corn­ 
wall's other principal source of 
income.

Security Change To 
Welfare Plan Denied 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Cri­ 
tics of President Johnson's pro­ 
posed massive overhaul cf the 
Social Security System claim he 
wants to turn it into a welfare 
program. 


Hie administration discounts 
any such aim, but it’s certain 
that questions raised by wit­ 
nesses before the House Ways 
and Means Committee will con­ 
cern the panel in closed session 
next week as it works over the 
legislation. 


Both parties favor some in­ 
crease in benefits, but liberal 
Democrats are eyeing a higher 
level than many conservatives 
of both parties. The legislation 
is complex and open to negotia­ 
tion on scores of points. 


Doubts have been voiced in 
connection with: 


—The cost of the proposed 20 
per cent average increase in 
benefits and whether such an 


♦outlay can be financed by the 
traditional 
“self-supporting” 
payroll tax. 


Matter Of Right? 


—Some of the “fine print” 
provisions of the proposed act 
which critics interpret as de­ 
parting from the principle that 
Social Security benefits are paid 
as a matter of right — because 
cf contributions to the funds by 
employes and employers — and 
not on any charitable basis de­ 
termined by need.

Third Peer 


Officials insisted that didn’t

They said the budget message 
simply stated that more than 
one-third of Social Security 
beneficiaries have so little in­ 
come. including their benefits, 
that they must live below the 
poverty leveJ. Thus, any in­ 
crease in Social Security would 
alleviate poverty. 


So far as financing is con­ 
cerned, Johnson’s proposals are 
strictly in the social insurance 
tradition. The Social Security 
Administration has studied the 
possibility of using some gener­ 
al revenues to help finance a 
growing Social Security pro­ 
gram. 


But the recommendations sent 
to Congress stick to use of an 
increased payroll tax on em­ 
ployes and employers, envision­ 
ing an ultimate maximum con­ 
tribution by each of 1626.40 a 
year.

farmers. Manke declined to 
name the dairies. Authorities 
reported that vandalism and 
violence was st a minimum in 
Wisconsin. 


Staley, whose national head­

"Our reports show the mem­

VATICAN CITY AP) - Pope 
Paul VI gave a carefully quali­ 
fied endorsement today to gov­ 
ernment measures of population 
control without indicating any 
relaxation in the Roman Catho­ 
lic Church’s opposition to me­ 
chanical means of birth control. 


Writing in the fifth encyclical 
of his reign, the pontiff in a sec­ 
tion on population growth said 
“the temptation is great to 
check the demographic increase 
by radical measures. 


He added: “Public authorities 
can intervene, within the limit 
of their competence, by favor­ 
ing the availability of appropri­ 
ate information and by adopting 
suitable 
measures, 
provided 
that these be in conformity with 
the moral law and that they re­ 
spect the rightful freedom of 
married couples." 


Capitalism Needs Curbs 


The encyclical, 
which ap­ 
pealed for social and economic 
justice, said that unlimited capi­ 
talism is a “woeful system.” It 
endorsed 
the 
redistribution 
among the poor of large estates 
which are “unused or poorly 
used” and criticized wealthy tax 
dodgers who transfer income 
abroad to escape obligations to 
aid the welfare of their coun­ 
tries. 


The encyclical was titled "Po- 
pulorum Progresio — On the 
Development of Peoples," Irom 
its first words. It dealt with ma­ 
terial things of the worid rather 
than with religious or spiritual 
themes. The document bore the 
date of last Sunday, Easter, 
March 26. 


The section on demography 
conceded that “too frequently 
an 
accelerated 
demographic 
increase adds its own difficul­ 
ties to the problems of develop­ 
ment; the size of the population 
increases more rapidly than 
available resources, and things 
are found to have apparently 
reached an impasse. 


Human Dignity 


"From that moment" the 
Pope continued, "the temptation 
is great to check the demogra­ 
phic increase by means of radi­ 
cal measures. 


“It is certain that public au­ 
thorities can intervene, within 
the limit of their competence, 
by favoring the availability of 
appropriate information and by 
adopting 
suitable 
measures, 
provided that these be in confor­ 
mity with the moral law and 
that they respect the rightful 
freedom of married couples.” 


But the Pope then returned to 
the Church’s traditional stand 
on 
birth 
ccntrol, 
stating: 
“Where the inalienable right to 
marriage and procreation is 
lacking, 
human dignity has 
ceased to exist. 


Up Te Parents 


“Finally, it is for the parents 
to decide, with full knowledge of 
the matter, on tae number of 
their children, taking into ac­ 
count their respoas.c’iiities to­ 
ward God, them saves, the chil­ 
dren taey have au-eaoy bivught 
into the world, and the commu­ 
nity to which they belong. 


“In all this they must follow 
the demands of their own con­ 
science enlightened by God law 
authentically interpreted, and 
sustained 
by 
confidence 
in 
Him." 


This gave no indication of any 
change in the Church’s position 
that the rhythm method is the 
only permissible form of birth 
control. 


The bulk of the 8,000*word let­ 
ter to his bishops was concerned 
with the broad field of economic 
and social justice and the ills of 
capitalism. 


The Pope said speed is neces­ 
sary to bring balance between 
the world's rich and poor, al­ 
though he warned against revo­ 
lution. 


Instead he proposed: 
1. “A great world fund, to be 
made up of part of the money 
spent on arms, to relieve the 
most destitute of this world.” 


2. A careful study of reorgani­ 
zation of various aid programs 
to keep them from being “scat­ 
tered or isolated.” 


3. Higher taxes on the rich to 
meet the cost of aid, and higher 
prices on imported goods. 


4. A revision of interest rates

The Detroit, Toledo & Ironton Railroad, which owns 
the Ann Arbor Railroad, is expected to file a petition 
^vith the Michigan Public Utilities Commission after 
the completion of a study it is making asking permis­

President C. L. Towle of the DT&I has reported 
that car loadings on the Ann Ai4)or ferries in the Wis­ 
consin ports of Kewaunee and Manitowoc seemed stable, 
but that the ports of Manistique and Menominee were 
regarded as marginal. 


A good many things have happened since the car* 
feiTy routes across Lake Michigan were planned to give 
both sides of the lake some advantages of rail trans­ 
portation that they would lack without the carferries.

Social Security 
Recipients Must 
File Earnings 


Most people start worrying 
about filing their income tax 
return this time of year, but 
equally important for millions 
of social security beneficiaries 
is the filing of their annual re­ 
port of earnings, Arnold T. 
Williams, social security district 
manager in Escanaba, said to­ 
day. 


The annual report of earnings 
form will not be automatically 
sent to beneficiaries who re­ 
ceived no benefit checks last 
year, Williams said. All bene- 
hciaries who earned more than 
$1,500 between Jan. 1, 1966, and 
Dec. 31, 1966, and who were 
under 72 for at least one full 
month of the year, should file 
an annual report for 1966 no 
later than April 17. It is part­ 
icularly important for benefi­ 
ciaries who had eamhigs lower 
than originally estimated 
to 
make a report since they may 
be eligible for some benefits 
as a result of their lower earn­ 
ings. 


Under changes in the social 
security law made in recent 
years, many older people can 
earn more money and still be 
paid some benefits. For ex­ 
ample, a person with a social 
security benefit rate of $125 per 
month could earn $3,000 a year 
and still collect $600: in bene­ 
fits.

Texas’ 50-day season, which 
closed at the end of Unt year, 
yielded a record kill of 270,000 
deer, up 50,000 animals over 
1865. Hunters have failed to 
keep deer populations in check 
and their numbers have* in­ 
creased 
steadoly s i n c e the 
d ro u ^ t of 1957, according to 
E. A. Walker, director of the 
department’a wildlife services 
division. 


Current overpopulations are 
•ttiibuted to Hie reluctance of 
•poctsmen to use permits tor 
the taking of anterless deer. 
Only 33.7 percent of such per- 
mite issued by the state have 
been used since 1959. Another 
factor to be considered is the 
understandable desire of land­ 
owners 
w h o 
lease hunting 
rights on their 
properties to 
maintain large deer herds a 
salee incentive.

SAIGON, (AlP) — American 
pilots bombed the outskirts of 
Haiphong Monday and pounded 
other targets in North Vietnam 
with the heaviest raids ki two 
weeks.

Hie Arizona Democrat demon­

**cyberlite" stop lamp, invented 
by Dr. John Voevodsky of Tu­ 
cson, Ariz., which Udall said 
could prevent rear end collisions 
constituting some 50 per cent of 
all auto accidents. 


Tlie stop lamp, which is con­ 
nected with a car's brake, is 
mounted on the back of a car 
and blinks on a frequency in 
proportioD of the car’s rate of 
deceleration. If the driver slams 
on the brakes; it blinks quickly; 
if he applies the brakes grad­ 
ually, it blinks more slowly. 


*‘I am convinced that this 
principle I am demonstrating 
today will be featured on all 
automobiles within the next 10 
years," Udall said, adding that 
the auto industry apparently 
**needs a good hard nudge” on 
proposals like the lamp.

WASHINOTON (AP) - In the 
not too distant future, you’ll 
walk into a supermarket, buy 
the week’s froceries and order 
a computer to pay the bill with­ 
out one penny or even a check 
changing hands. 


That’s the forecast cl George 
W. MitcheU. a member of the 
Federal Reserve Board, in what 
he and the banki^ community 
term a “checkless society.’* 
“It’s coming very, yerj’ fast,” 
Mitchell sadd today in an inter­ 
view. “By the early 1970s. the 
system might be set up.

Democratic floor leader, and 
Rep. James Bradley, v»:ice-chair- 
man of the House Labor Com­ 
mittee, said the areas of concern 
include workmen’s compensa­ 
tion, construction safety, mini­ 
mum wages and public employ- 
er-employe relations. 


Levin, of Berkley, and Brad­ 
ley, of Detroit, weire chairmwi 
of the Senate and House labor 
committees in 1965 and 1966. 


The two said their concern was 
deepened in recent days because 
hearings had been quickly held 
on some of the Involved Mis. 


Levin and Bradley said the 
bills include: 


~A House bill intaxiduced by 
Rep. Lionel Stacey Jr., R-Ben- 
ton 
Harbor, 
which they say 
would allow in some cases a M 
per cent credit for the employer 
against the statutory $1.25 mini­ 
mum wage, rather than the 25 
per cent enacted in 1966. 


-Senate and House bills intro* 
duced taor Sen. Charles ZoUar, R- 
Benton Harbor, and S t a c e y 
which the Democrats say would 
eliminate workmen’s compenM- 
tion for agricultural workers. 


-A House biil introduced by 
Rep. Philip Pittenger, R-La»> 
sing, which Levin and Bradley 
say would exempt a large num- 
b ^ of major buikteri from the 
requirements of the Construc­ 
tion Safety Law. 


-A bill introduced by Sen. 
Robert Vander Laan, R-Gx«nd 
Rapids, which Levin and Brad^ 


ley say would ‘‘drastically re­ 
duce workmen’s compemsation 
benefits for thousands of work­ 
ers 65 years of age and over. 


-Another Vander Laan b i l l 
which the Democrats charge 
would change the definition of 
average weekly wage under 
workmen’s compensaticm to el­ 
iminate inclusion of fringe bene* 
fits and the use of the 4(Hiour 
week. 


-Bills introduced by Sen. Rob­ 
ert Huber, R - Birmingham, and 
Rep. William H a m p t o n , R- 
Bloomfield Hills, which Levin 
and Bradley say would eradi­ 
cate guarantees of free collec­ 
tive bargaining in the public 
employment sector.

UFOs, said the duplicate photo­ 
graphs were nude with the 
same t;ype of oam«ra the boys 
used, on the same spot and 
under the same conditions. 


But the boys stuck to thedr 
story when questioned by the 
Associated Press. 


‘*We saw something out there 
and we took pictures of it,” said 
Grant Jaroslaw, 15. ‘‘I don’t 
know what it was, but it was 
there. It was real.’*

“Further liberalizing of abor- 
tk» in this country is unjustifia­ 
ble,” E^il Aarvik, minister of 
social affairs, told Parliament 
in reply to Mrs. Aase Lionaes of 
the oiH)osition Labor party. 


“This would mean to give in­ 
dividuals the right to decide 
whether another human being 
should live or not. It would be 
an obvious break of all those 
ethical and juridical principles 
our lawmaking is based upon.’*

pregnant women must aiH>ly to 
the director of the state medical 
services. 


Permission 
is 
granted on 
medical or social grounds and 
the woman’s mental as well as 
physical health may be consid­ 
ered. A woman with numerous 
children and an alcoholic hus­ 
band, for instance, would b« 
allowed an abortion. 


In a television debate, Mrs. 
Licmaes said the government 
grants legal abortions to about 
2,000 women a year and turns 
down the aiHxlications of more 
than 2,000 others. 


She saki an estimated 7,000 
women have criminal abortions.
